THE LATEST OOMST. 

Oharacteristlcs of the Stra&irer Ap- 
proaohlnsr tho Earth at the Bate 
of Two idUUon Klles.'por Bar. 

At four o'clock on the morning of 
March 18th, Mr. Charles .S. Wells, one of 
the assistants in the Dudley Observatory, 
Albany, New York, discovered a small but 
very brigl t comet iu ih3 constellation 
Hercules. This comet bids fair to be tho 
astronomical sensation of the .year. On 
the iho'rriing of discovery Mr. Wella was 
able to secure but few definite observa- 
tions, owing to weariness .and the rapid 
apjiroach of dawn. Tho condcnsed.brighl- 
ncss of the head, the narrow tail and the 
alow apparent motion across the face of 
tho sky, all served to heighten tho inter- 
est which was felt and led the aslrono- 
mcra in Albany^to prcdict^jo? the strange 
body an exti'aordllnafy"'future.'' "The new 
comet is now approaching the earth, or 
rather thu comet and earth are nuitually 
approaching e.i.ch other, at the enormous 
velocity of 2,000,000 milos per day. 
Though the comet is now invisible to t'he 
n»kedeyc, it cannot long continue to hide 
it« light. It is now nearly ono hundred 
and eighty-Cvo million miles from the 
gun, but it will go on approaching the sun 
at a rapidly, increasing rate until .ibout 
tha.raiddle'^pf June, when it will pass its 
p'oiWeltbif at^a^Btanco t-froTii ^tlib sun of' 

leea than ten million miles. • ~ 

At present the coniot is about ono hun- 
dred and sixty millions of -miles from the 
earth, and its distance from us will prob- 
ably not bo leds than eighty millions at 
iir.y simc, though further calculations will 
bo , necessary , tji ;Bplllo that point. Rut 
.ihQpgh j.t^wjjl^ojapmoach ua so nearly 
aa other comets have aono, it may be ex- 
pected to make a fine display for a few 
days in tho early part of June. Only ten

our .antipodcfl. How much of tho same 
Bort it will give us is somewhat problema- 
tical and can only bo decided on the basis 
of furtheci observations. . • ' 

It is now invisiblo lo tho naked eye, 
and by a small telescope though it is real- 
ly Been, yet owing to its amallncss it can 
hardly bo distinguished from llic stars 
which surround it. Afterpa,s3ing its peri- 
helion it will probably become again visi- 
ble in tho Northern Horaisphere. It now 
appe-afa in iho^'conlit%lttfi6h of the Lyre 
inenrVcgiv. .
